House  Civil  Rights  Bill 
Voting  to  Begin  Today 

. . WASHINGTON,  March  14— (UPI)— The  House  begins 
voting  today  on  its  civil  rights  bill  with  a plea  from  Attorney 
General  William  P.  Rogers  to  retain  a provision  to  crack  down 
on  violators  of  school  integration  orders. 

An  agreement  reached  Saturday  between  civil  rights  forces 
and  Southern  opponents  for  the  House  to  start  voting  on  am- 
endments offered  new  hope  for  early  action  to  break  the  dead- 


lock in  Congress.  House  leaders 
hoped  they  could  get  a bill  pass- 
ed by  Thursday. 

ON  THE  EVE  of  the  crucial 
House  votes,  Rogers  made  a 
special  appeal  for  the  proposal 
to  authorize  federal  penalties 
for  persons  obstructing  federal 
court  orders  to  desegregate 
schools.  A similar  provision  was 
eliminated  from  the  Senate’s 
measure  Friday. 

Rogers,  in  a letter  to  Rep. 
William  M.  McCulloch  (R-Ohio), 
said  the  emphasis  on  voting 
rights  “should  not  lull  anyone 
into  forgetting  that  meanwhile 
the  federal  government  has  a 
responsibility  in  other  civil 
rights  matters,  including  the 
duty  to  enforce  court  orders  in 
school  desegregation  cases.” 

THE  ATTORNEY  General  said 
the  administration  proposal 
would  enable  the  federal  govern- 
ment to  enforce  the  school  or- 
ders “without  mob  violence  and 
without  the  necessity  of  using 
federal  troops.” 

“At  the  present  time,”  he  said, 
“when  state  officials  fail  to 
maintain  law  and  order,  the  fed- 
eral government,  as  a practical 
matter,  has  no  certain  or  very 
effective  way  to  deal  with  mob 
violence  except  by  the  use  of 
federal  troops.” 

ROGERS  SAID  the  proposal 
was  specifically  designed  to  pre- 
vent a repetition  of  the  use  of 
federal  troops  to  enforce  school 
integration  orders  in  Little  Rock, 
Ark.,  in  1957. 


Cars  Diverted; 
East  Road  Cut 
Begins  Monday 

The  east  peripheral  road  on 
Brigham  Young  University  cam- 
pus will  be  cut  on  Monday  as 
another  section  of  excavation 
gets  underway  for  a huge  new 
utilities  trench. 

All  traffic  will  be  diverted  to 
the  north  and  south  entrances 
to  the  campus,  said  Sam  Brew- 
ster, director  of  the  Physical 
Plant  Dept. 

More  than  50,000  cubic  yards 
of  earth  are  being  moved  in  the 
excavation  of  the  big  trench  in 
which  will  be  laid  heating  pipes, 
a storm  sewer  and  sanitary  sew- 
er for  several  new  buildings. 

THE  FIRST  section,  which  is 
now  completed  and  being  cover- 
ed, was  30  feet  deep  and  60  feet 
wide  at  the  top.  The  student 
“cross  lots”  path  from  the  aca- 
demic section  of  the  campus  to 
Heritage  Halls  residences  has 
been  restored. 

Another  section  of  the  sewer 
line  is  now  being  dug  from  the 
east-west  campus  road  to  the 
new  Library  building  and  cuts 
right  under  the  Speech  Center. 
The  temporary  building  has 
been  propped  up  until  the  earth 
under  it  can  be  restored.

Arizona  Senate 
Okehs  Land  Bill 
On  BYU  Branch 

PHOENIX,  Ariz.  — (UPI)— 
The  Arizona  State  Senate  sus- 
pended its  rules  late  Friday  to 
pass  a bill  authorizing  sale  of 
the  state  hospital  farm  land 
in  Phoenix  which  is  sought  by 
Brigham  Young  University. 

The  Senate  cleared  the  bill 
after  amending  it  to  allocate 
proceeds  from  the  sale  to  the 
state  general  fund  rather  than 
to  the  hospital  building  fund. 

BYU  IS  SEEKING  the  259- 
acre  plot  as  site  of  a branch 
campus. 

The  Senate  returned  'the 
measure  to  the  House.  If  the 
House  does  not  concur  in  the 
amendment,  the  bill  will  go 
into  a conference  committee. 
If  the  House  accepts  the  am- 
ended bill,  it  will  go  to  the 
governor  for  final  approval. 

THE  HOUSE  had  earlier 
passed  the  authorization  bill. 

Sale  of  the  land  in  east 
Phoenix  will  be  in  public  bid- 
ding. The  auction  price  will 
start  at  the  appraised  value 
to  be  set  on  the  land  by  a 
committee  of  appraisers  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor.

No  Clear  Purpose  ...  - 

Americans  Flaccid,  Say  Clergymen

To  be  rich,  according  to  Judeo- 
Christian  teaching,  is  the  great- 
est moral  challenge  a man  or  a 
nation  can  face. 

HOW  ARE  Americans  res- 
ponding to  this  challenge?  Bless- 
ed with  the  greatest  wealth  that 
any  people  have  ever  possessed, 
are  they  serving  as  “good  stew- 
ards” of  God’s  bounty?  Or  has 
prosperity  made  them  short- 
sighted, self-indulgent,  preoccu- 
pied with  their  own  comfort? 

As  a contribution  to  national 
self-examination,  United  Press 
International  sought  the  views  of 
five  leading  clergymen  on  these 
questions. 

PARTICIPATING  in  the  sym- 
posium were:  the  Rev.  Dr. 

Franklin  Clark  Fry,  president 
of  the  United  Lutheran  Church 
in  America;  Rabbi  Maurice  N. 
Eisendrath,  president  of  the  Un- 
ion of  American  Hebrew  Con- 
gregations; the  Rev.  Dr.  Arthur 
L.  Miller,  moderator  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church;  Fr. 
John  B.  Sheerin,  -C.S.P.,  editor 
of  the  Catholic  World;  and  Meth- 
odist Bishop  Gerald  Kennedy  of 
Los  Angeles. 

Their  replies  add  up  to  a sharp 
indictment  of  the  way  Americans 
are  using  their  unprecedented 
affluence. 

“I  THINK  the  basic  difficulty 
with  Americans  is  that  they  have 
no  clear  purpose,”  said  Bishop 
Kennedy.  “We  have  the  money 
and  we  have  the  resources,  but 
beyond  making  countermoves 
against  the  Russians,  we  really 
do  not  know  where  we  are  go- 
ing. 

“I  was  in  Russia  last  summer 
and  I have  come  home  scared  to 
death.  Those  people  are  disci- 
plined and  have  great  faith  in 
their  way  of  life.  They  do  be- 
lieve that  the  future  belongs  to 
them.  We  do  not  know  where  we 
are  going  nor  what  we  are  sup- 
posed to  achieve.  The  Ameri- 
can dream  of  the  dignity  of  all 
men  and  the  ultimate  worth  of 
freedom  seems  to  be  dim. 

“I  think  we  have  grown  self- 
ish and  self-indulgent.”  

Rabbi  Eisendrath  expressed  a 
similar  view. 

“We  talk  of  God,”  he  said, 
“But  the  American  people  now 
worship  at  pagan  idols  of  money, 
success,  status  and  comfort. 

“We  seem  somehow  to  have 
lost  our  sense  of  positive,  dy- 
namic mission  in  the  world — the 
mission  of  changing  the  world  in 
the  direction  of  God’s  kingdom,

‘WE  HAVE  grown  flabby,  un- 
willing to  make  sacrifices,  af- 
raid of  discipline,  weary  of  the 
demands  of  a frightening  and 
swiftly  changing  world.” 

The  most  optimistic  appraisal 
came  from  Dr.  Fry. 

“No  country  on  earth,”  he  said, 
has  more  generous  impulses 
than  the  United  States.  Ameri- 
cans with  few  exceptions  are 
humanitarians  at  heart.”. 

BUT  HE  TOO  expressed  con- 
cern that  “materialism”  is  sap- 
ping the  strength  of  national 
character,  and  that  self-interest 
is  gradually  becoming  the  dom- 
inant motive  even  in  those  pro- 
grams— such  as  foreign  aid — 
which  may  appear  to  be  gen- 
erous. 


“Stewardship  is  the  key  to  it,” 
said  Dr.  Fry.  “We  Christians  be- 
lieve that  God  did  not  give  Am- 
erica all  of  this  wealth  because 
of  our  superior  virtue  or  simply 
to  allow  our  country  to  enjoy 
luxury  while  others  are  in  hun- 
ger. 

“THE  REASONS  why  God  has 
given  us  unparalleled  wealth  and 
power  must  be  because  he  trusts 
us  Americans.  He  expects  us  . . . 
to  be  wise  dispensers  of  His 
bounty,  and  to  live  for  more 
than  food  and  drink,  stocks  and 
bonds,  ermine  capes  and  sailing 
boats  for  ourselves. 

“Americans  are  generous,” 
said  Fr.  Sheerin,  “but  not  quite 
generous  enough.
